T 10 End Game Peacefully and Without 


•Pain—Funeral to Be Belt 


Friday- 


Late on Wednesday afternoon, Ban- 


gor people were shocked to learn of the 
sudden death of Mr. Charles D. Bryant, 
one of the oldest and most respected 
citizens of the community. 


Mr. Bryant was, notwithstanding his 


great age in good physical health, al- 
most up to the time of his death, and 
on Tuesday, was about town as usual 
and transacted business at the bank. 
On Wednesday afternoon he was sit- 
ting quietly In his home on South street 
and his daughter, Miss Adah Bryant, 
was reading a letter to him. -Suddenly 
his head fell forward and he breathed 
his last. His life simply passed out 
and the end came peacefully and with- 
out pain. 


Mr. Bryant was the son of John and 


Olive Bryant, and was born in Scar- 
borough, Maine, on January! 16, 1813. 
The family moved to Bangor in 4820. 
Mr. Bryant was one of eight children 
and tbe father had a hard time to keep 
them supplied with food and clothing. 
They lived on a farm In Hermon, which 
was purchased for V4 per acre. Here 
Cnarles was brought up, going to school 
for such time as his fathe'ffcould spare 
him from the farm. At'one time he 
worke'i for Captain Lowder, and helped 
to build the house on Hammond street. 
where Mr. Lowder lived and died. 


In this way he earned enough to 


pay his board and tuition! at a ^private 
school, at $5 a quartet for 
His desire to learn was great and he 
spent all the time he could ^afford at 
his books and having a natfaral taste 
for mathematics, he became thoroughly 
acquainted with thew»ethods"of sur- 
veying. After this he worked for Mr. 
Benjamin Bussey of Roxbury, survey- 
ing many of his employer's timber- 
lands. In 1836 he married Miss Avuj 
L. Taylor, and in 1838 mov^d ,to Thom- 
aston where he remained In the employ 
of Mr. Bussey until 1844 when he re- 
turned to Bangor, and finally settled 
in Hermon, where he purchased a farm. 
He kept on with his surveying and ex- 
ploring, and In 1854 soldkthe farm and 
moved to Bangor where he has since 
lived. For fifteen'years " Mr. Bryant 
was employed by the hfte'Gen. Samuel 
F. Hersey, and in that time, by his 
large experience became'an expert to. 
his line of work and was frequently' 
called upon to act as referee in cases 
where the position and boundaries of 
lands were under discussion. By hard 
work, and prudence he -saved money 
from his pay and bought lands of his 
own, which he later sold with profit 


After the civil war he became1 largely 


interested in shipping and owned shares 
In 30 or more different vessels. He 
was intimately connected with Gen. 
Hersey in business and when the Gen- 
eral died he made hisJriend trustee of 
his great estate, in which position Mr. 
Bryant continued until his death. Ho 
was chosen alderman from Ward 7 in 
1874 and was a director of the Union 
Insurance Co., and the First National 
Bank. 


Mr. Bryant was an honest man, and 


one whose high integrity of character 
has been and will be looked up to by 
the present and future generations. 
Blunt of speech, farsighted In business, 
and straightforward in all his dealing, 
Charles D. Bryant will be remembered 
as one who was faithful to every trust 
ever placed in his hands and one whose 
judgment and great ability, was a help 
to the community in which he lived. 


Illustrative of Mr. Bryant's character, 


is the following: 


Early In life Mr. Bryant had the mis- 


fortune to endorse a number of notes 
for a relative in Boston, which came 
back to him forj payment, thereby driv- 
ing him Into insolvency. AHnough the 
legal obligation was withdrawn, this 
debt was paid later in life to the last 
cent by Mr. feryant. Some of 
the 


money was paid ID the grandchildren 
of the holders pt the old notes, but It 
was all paid. 


Mr. Bryant Had two sons, both of 


whom are dead} and one daughter, the 
child of whom fie adopted as his own 
daughter after her mother's death, and 
who survives nim to mourn his loss. 
Miss Bryant will have the deep sym- 
pathy ot her many friends In her great 
auilctlon. 


Mr. Bryant's funeral will be held 


from his late residence on Friday at 
10.30 A. M. Hev. Sech Curtis Beach ot 
the Unitarian church, will conduct the 
services.

Boston, Jan. 3. When the preferred 


stock of the Fitehburg railroad went 
up 10 points to 125 today, financial cir- 
cles were full of surmises as to the rea- 
son.

YOCUM GIVES TESTIMONY. 


In the Molineux Trial Witnesses 


Build Up Casa of the P. o,- 


i 
ecution. 


New ork, Jan. 3. In the trial of Ro- 


land IB. Molmeaux for the murder of 
Mrs. jKatherine J Adams, the most in- 
teresting testimony today was that of 
John[H. Yocum, a chemist and a warm 
friend of Harry Cornish. He said that 
any chemist could mako cyanide of 
mercury, the poison which is alleged 
to have caused the death o£ Mrs. Adams 
He had made it himself and the process 
was easy. He took Prussian blue and 


oxide of mercury, boiled them 


together, filtered the mass and the pre- 
cipitate contained cyaniile'of mercury. 
Stil! other drugs would yield cyanide 
of mercury. AH of the drugs required 


'what is known as "diy colors." 


Molincux it will be remembered was 
superintendent of a dry color factory 
In Newark. Yocum testified that any 
many, known as a chemist could procui e 
the ingredients of cyanide of mercury 
even Iwithout registei Ing his name. 


Alvin A. Harpster, who has figured in 


the case as a friend of Cornish and an 
object of Mollneaux's hate, had been 
expected to give important testimony 
as to'-Molineux's Ill-will toward Cor- 
nish ;but his examination today devel- 
opedfnothing important. 


Andre Bustanoby, an employe of the 


Knickerbocker A. C., and 
who 
had 


been] he saiii, "very friendly" with Mol- 
ineux, testified that when the fac-slmile 
of this poison package address was pub- 
lished he recognized the handwriting 


of Molineux and told Secretary 


Adams, of the1 club, of the discovery. 


Other witnesses were policemen who 


werel connected with the case after the 
murder; clerks 
in patent medicine 


bouses who handled the "Cornish" and 
Barn'et letters alleged to have been 
written by Molineux, and members of 
the Knickerbocker A. C., to whom Cor- 
nish bail shown his Christmas present, 
whose contents afterward killed Mrs. 
Adams. Their testimony built up the 
case jof the prosecution. Some of them 
were, not cross examined.

Stonewall Jackfton at Chapoltepec. 
The infantry suffered terribly. It was 


impossible to advance along the narrow 
track, and when the guns were ordered 
up the situation was in no way better- 
ed. Nearly every horse was killed or 
wounded. A deep ditch, cut aciots the 
road, hindered effective action, and the 
only position where reply to the enemy's 
fire- was possible lay beyond this obsta- 
cle.

Superintendent E. C. Stevens has 


made a move or 'a New Year's resolu- 
tion that has been applauded by every 
oue of the officials and clerks in the 
state capitol.

with the committee on public buildings 
of the council, together with commu- 
nication with the superintendent anc 
officials of the other state capitols of 
the United States." said Col. Stevens 
Monday morning. "It is a well known 
fact to everyone, I believe, and it is es- 
pecially well known and 
appreciated 


with those of us who are connected 
with this state capitol. 
that 
every 


hawker, book agent and solicitor comes 
here first of alL, No- one can appre- 
ciate the work tljrat it is for us to keep 
clear of them. They come in here with 
every sort of a scheme from the fool- 
ish to the deserving ones, and though 
we would like to give to some we in 
many cases have to make it a rule to 
give to none, though that rule is brok- 
en a dozen times In a week. It is very 
hard work to have to keep eternally re- 
fusing, and we cannot afford to patron- 
ize everything. It bothers us and it 
Irritates us. 
The governor., when 


present, is the first object of the attack 
of the classes we include and then they 
seek the state officials and clerks, with 
which to head their lists before begin- 
ning their attack upon the rest of the 
city or the state. 


"I lytve communicated with the 


heads of the other capitol buildings 
and in the majority of cases they have 
passed a rule similar to what I have 
passed, that they allow nothing of the 
sort carried on In the state building. 
Those who have been here for any 
time, from a day to a year, can appre- 
ciate what it will mean to us in time 
and in money, as well aa in feelings. 
If the same people desire to see us per- 
sonally they can seek our homes and 
there we can take the chances with 
others; but as we are situated here, 
and hawking and soliciting Is allowed, 
we are the marks of all."

This is the season for the state as- 


sessors when, to express it as they do, 
their work Is "between hay and grassl" 
That is, they are just finishing on last 
year's and at the same time preparing 
for the year 1900. 


This year will be the one of fixing the 


valuation of the state once more, and 
along in April they will begin to equal- 
ize the valuations of the cities and 
towns of the state, using as a working 
basis the returns from the assessors ot 
1899 and those that will be received In 
April and May of this year, together, 
with the things they learned while vis- 
iting the local assessors this year, 
when they met the assessors of about 
360 towns, cities and plantations. 


"This will be an Important year In 


the make-up of the valuation of the 
wild lands," says Chairman Marshall. 
"We revise the entire valuation every 
two years, but the real .work and study 
comes In that of the wild lands, we 
have to go to many sources for infor- 
mation as to the changes, and It Is a 
long task. We draw from what Infor- 
mation the land agent;, nossesses, to- 
gether .with mat ot all the county com,; 
mlesioners, Who know "all' about their 
wild, lands and Iteeji an accnrate ac- 
count of the changes.
